The Greatest Trend in Activities 


Oberlin took to the air this year. While the Young Artist Series 
opened on Cleveland’s WHK, and the Review, UNESCO, Forensic 
Union, and Conservatory all began broadcasting over Elyria’s 
WEOL, Oberlin’s own networkK—KOCN-—prepared to pipe news 
and music into college dormitories. ‘The trend toward more extra- 
curricular activities was carried into other fields as well. ‘The Gilbert 
and Sullivan Players, the Oberlin Council for the United Nations, 
the World Federalists—these all joined the traditional, established 
groups. Meanwhile, these older groups expanded their activities 
so that several had to move into new buildings or remodel the old 
ones. Mummers, ODA, and the publications found themselves in 


newer quarters astonishing in their magnificence. 
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[his year the new Constitu 
tion was finally approved by the 
administration, giving a sanc 
tion for the Council’s activities. 
Much of the spring was devoted 
to allotting the steadily increas 
ine Activity Fee to the various 
campus organizations. 

\ question of the extent of 
the Council's power was raised 
early in the fall when it backed 
the Forum Board’s invitation to 
Paul Robeson to speak here. 
Some students objected to the 
Council’s action in speaking for 
the student body on such a 
controversial matter without 
calling for a referendum. But 
the fall elections seemed to show 
eeneral student support for the 
Gouncil’s policy. 

The Student Council spon- 
sored the ‘formation this year of 
the Displaced Persons Commit- 
tee, and appoints each year the 
members of the Student-Faculty 
Committee and the Elections 
Committee.

In its sixty-eighth year on campus, the YMCA 
welcomed students and faculty of all religious back- 
grounds to continue its program of worship, study, 
community service, social action, and recreation. 
The Y’s activities are planned by two groups: the 
Student Cabinet and the Faculty Advisory Board. 
They are carried out by twenty-eight committees 
and special interest groups, fully half of which are 
administered jointly with the YWCA. These com- 
mittees are organized in four commissions, on cam- 
pus religious activities, national and international 
affairs, community activities, and campus service ac- 
tivities. Y members started two new groups this year: 
Archways, a series of daily devotional pieces, and a 
seminar on higher education. The seminar group 
offered a chance to make a study of the aims and 
objectives of a liberal arts education. Faculty mem- 
bers were invited to provide counsel and_ present 
materials for this seminar to study. Other activities 
range from devotional cell groups to the Y open 
Forum with the Chance Creek Committee offering 
an Opportunity to “get away from it all.” The campus 
Y belongs to the Ohio state organization of Y’s, the 
“Geneva Region” of student Y's, the National Inter- 
collegiate Christian Council, and the World Student 
Christian Federation centered in Geneva.

The YW’s Community Service Commis- 
sion’s activity ranges from work with children 
to work with the aged. The Children’s Home 
Committee, one of the YM-YW joint com- 
mittees, worked with the children at Lorain 
County Home every afternoon after school. 
The Nursery Home Committee worked with 
the younger children. Commission members 
also worked at the Phyllis Wheatley Commu- 
nity Center providing group work in crafts, 
cooking classes, clubs, games, sports, and folk 
dancing.

Forum Board 


The Robeson issue opened the Forum Board's 
1949-50 program. After getting support from the 
Council, the Board rushed an invitation to singer 
Robeson to appear in Oberlin. But the invita- 
tion started repercussions, from both students 
and administration. The Board finally voted to 
revise its invitation, offering Robeson the chance 
to debate with someone representing a conflicting 
point of view. Robeson declined, pointing out 
that he was on a tour to create unity in his race 
and that a debate tended to create disunity. In 
Robeson’s place came Hugh DeLacy, ex-congress- 
man from Washington and the Ohio Progres- 
sives’ President. At the same time the Board 
secured Reverend Horace White. The two dis- 
cussed “The American Negro and Civil Liberties 
Today” before a crowd of three hundred.

The second forum of the year—on advertising—offered 
a new twist. The Board publicized it by “advertising 
advertising.” It tried three types of ads, representing 
various levels of sensationalism. J. D. Tarcher and James 
Rorty, both experienced ad men, were not afraid to ex- 
press their opinions, Tarcher vehemently for and Rorty 
against modern American advertising. 

In February the Forum Board brought a Polish labo 
leader to the campus to discuss the spread of communism 
in Europe. In March a large student turnout heard con- 
troversial writer and lecturer Anna Louise Strong de- 
fend the program of the Chinese Communists. In the 
spring the Board presented forums dealing with Russia 
and China, as well as with the controversial A and P anti- 
trust case. After considerable effort, a forum on the Repub- 
lican Party finally materialized. 





Forensic Union 


Led by Nancy Sutton, the officers of the Forensic Union make 
plans for the coming year. Aside from duties of planning the pro- 
eram for the Union, the officers often act as judges in debates 
between Union members, inter-collegiate debates, and _ panel 


discussions. 


With two programs on WEOL, panels traveling all 
over northern Ohio, and eight intercollegiate tourna- 
ments, the Forensic Union spread Oberlin’s name 
through the neighboring areas. The WEOL programs 
were new. Converting one of the rooms on Sturges’ 
second story into a sound-proof broadcasting studio, 
Forensic Union faculty advisor J. Jeffery Auer arranged 
and took general charge of programs, including Review, 
UNESCO, and Conservatory shows. WEOL gave Ober- 
lin free time from 8:50 to 9 ‘Tuesday, Wednesday, 
Thursday, and later in the year on Monday also. The 
Forensic Union took over the Wednesday spot with 
“Mr. Chairman,” presenting either Forensic members or 
guest speakers in discussions of current issues. On Mon- 
days it dramatized House and Senate debates taken 
from the Congressional Record. The radio opportunity 
was given to Oberlin after a Federal Communications 
Commission recommendation that “community service 


time” be given to colleges.

Taking its name from an old hangout of Ben 
Jonson’s, the Mermaid Tavern began last year as a 
kind of organized bull session.

NAACP 


Oberlin’s chapter of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People maintains 
two kinds of membership: an active group which 
serves on its committees, and a non-active group 
which supports it with money but plays no other 
role. This year the NAACP devoted its efforts to 
pushing a boycott against ‘“‘Kenny’s,” a Main-street 
bar-grill, because of numerous reports of racial 
discrimination there. These reports mentioned 
such evidence as the bar-grill’s use of the “sym- 
bolic glass” and his reluctant service to Negro 
customers. The chief reason for this discrimina- 
tion, Kenny claimed, was his Town customers’ 
opposition to having Negroes served at the tables. 
Student boycott, however, did slow his business 
down for the first month of its operation. After 
the first month the boycott was not stringently 
observed, and Kenny was able to ignore it.

The Oberlin UNESCO Committee was 
organized three years ago by a group of 
students and faculty to promote world under- 
standing through aiding in educational re- 
construction, and helping foreign students on 
campus to adjust to life in Oberlin and 
America. Throughout the year the committee 
held the “Oberlin Guidebook to America,” a 
series of bimonthly faculty and student dis- 
cussions on various topics of interest to for- 
eign students including social customs, sports, 
race relations, how America makes a living, 
religion, and music.

At the 
end of each semester, Oberlin’s UNESCO 
committee collected books, magazines, and 
other school equipment and sent them to 
schools in Holland, France, Belgium, Ger- 
many, Greece, Poland, and the Philippines.

Satur- 
day morning the experts were available for personal 





interviews. The Men’s Career Conference, alternat- 
ing each year with the Women’s Career Symposium, 
offers advice on graduate and job opportunities. 

A great share of the credit for this student-organ- 
ized conference goes to John Clark, chairman of the 
proceedings, Garth Dimon, chairman of the host com- 
mittee, Miss Dorothy Smith of the Admissions Office, 
and many other student workers.

With a season won-lost record which underrates 
the team, Coach Lysle Butler’s 1949 grid squad 
finished the season winning only two games, losing 
two others by one point, while topping all opponents 
in passing and kicking. Oberlin’s foes led the Yeo- 
men in the all-important scoring column 33 touch- 
downs to 27. 

Outstanding this year was Junior quarterback Kev 
O'Connor who completed 68 of 150 passes for 15 
touchdowns. Halfbacks Chet McPhee and Dave 
Crispin led the scorers with six and five touchdowns 
respectively. 

The season’s opener raised rooters’ hopes as the 
team administered a 45-7 walloping to the Kenyon 
Lords at Gambier. The Yeomen ground and air 
-offense clicked as O'Connor, with perfect protec- 
tion, completed eight of nine passes. 

The following Saturday Oberlin lost a_heart- 
breaker to the Allegheny ’Gators, 21-20, missing the 





extra point after a touchdown catch by McPhee. 

Before a large and enthusiastic Homecoming 
crowd the Crimson and Gold machine rolled to 
its last victory of the season, crushing Hamilton 
College 41-7. The Yeomen enjoyed a 21-7 edge 
after five minutes of play. The Continentals scored 
first, but it was Oberlin from then on and, surpris- 
ingly enough, on the ground as well as in the air. 
Four times the defensive platoon stopped Hamilton 
drives within the Yeoman ten yard line. 

In the last game of the season with the Wooste1 
Scots the Yeomen fought gamely to close the yea 
with a win and, though they led 20-7 at the half, 
lost one of those games-that-never-should-have-been- 
played, 21-20, in the final minutes as the aerial duel 
between opposing quarterbacks O’Connor and Shas 
ended in the team’s second one-point loss. 

The outlook for next year, however, is brighter 
with three new Oberlin-type schools on the schedule.

President Stevenson carried Oberlin’s name to many 
conferences this last year as he spoke at the Cleveland 
Chapter of Phi Beta Kappa, Denison University, Amer- 
ican Institute of Banking, and the Northeastern Ohio 
Teachers Association; lent his name to the Ohio Com- 
mittee of Independent Voters supporting Taft; and 
worked with the Fahy Committee—a group striving to 
improve interracial relations in the armed forces. This 
last committee has worked on confidential and un- 
publicized material. 

During the past year President and Mrs. Stevenson 
attended alumni meetings in homes in Hartford and 
Buffalo, and hope to meet with all the alumni groups, to 
discuss with them the uses of the Alumni Fund, which 
in recent years has been devoted to dormitory construc- 
tion.

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The Administrative Year 
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President Stevenson listed the following 
appointments in his Annual Report: David R. 
Robertson, Director of the Conservatory; W. 
Blair Stewart, Dean of the College of Arts and 
Sciences; Robert L. Jackson, Director of Ad- 
missions; Charles P. Parkhurst, Jr., Director of 
the Art Museum and Professor of the History 
and Appreciation of Art, and Leonard Stidley 
as Dean of the Graduate School of ‘Theology. 
President Stevenson expressed the hope that 
Oberlin will be undertaking an increasingly ac- 
tive role in pioneering in educational methods. 


Students learned that the ‘Trustees had in- 
creased tuition rates $50 in the College, $30 in 
the Theolog, and 5% in the Conservatory. At 
the same time, the George F. Baker Scholarships 
were given to Oberlin, a sum of $50,000 to be 
spent over a six-year period for admissions 
scholarships to young men of particular all- 
round promise. ‘These scholarships may attract 
boys who might not otherwise be able to attend 
college. An alumni committee headed by Claude 
E. Clarke has been studying the entire college 
scholarship program. 

The Trustees this year concentrated on in- 
creasing the efficiency of college government 
and on establishing a new budget, holding spe- 
cial meetings, and consulting with faculty com- 
mittees in order to reach decisions. Budget- 
making authority and the power of administra- 
tive appointments have been transferred from 
committees and centralized in the President’s 
hands. After discussing revision of the faculty 
salary scale, the Trustees adopted a new scale, 
increasing professorial salaries by $250 and pro- 
viding for consideration of salary advancement 
for all faculty members every two years. 


The General Faculty recommended a new pro- 
gram for foreign students who do graduate work 
in America but cannot qualify for A.M. degrees. 
‘To those who complete “at least sixteen hours of 
courses . . . in American life, institutions, and 
culture,” Certificates of American Studies will 
be awarded. ‘Those who do not desire this pro- 
gram but take a year’s work or more, will receive 
Certificates of General Studies. The Certifi- 
cates will be signed by the administrative offi- 
cers and can be valuable to foreign students 
returning to their home countries. 


Six members of the faculty whose combined 
period of service totals 188 years retired in June, 
1949: R. A. Jelliffe, head of the English depart- 
ment; J. C. McCullough, Chemistry Department; 
Clarence Ward, Professor of Art and Museum 
Director; F. H. Shaw, Director of the Conserva- 
tory; J. L. Conrad, Associate Professor of Sing- 
ing; and V. V. Lytle, Associate Professor of 
Theory. Howard Robinson of the History De- 
partment is now taking his sabbatical leave— 
touring Africa—preparatory to his official retire- 
ment.

Oberlin’s War on Colds 


Oberlin’s sniffles and sneezes were tabulated this year 
for the purpose of a scientific study. The Freshman 


Class was divided into three groups: one which used 





type A tablets, another using type B, and a control 
group using no cold medication. Each week the groups 
scored the number of their colds, severity, and their 
opinion of the usefulness of the medication. At the end 
of the school year, these records were reviewed for sta- 
tistical results. Representing Oberlin’s contribution to 
the scientific study of the common cold, this survey may 
indicate the worth of some of the antihistamine ‘‘miracle 
drugs” so widely publicized during the year. The 
statistician of the Western Reserve Medical School tabu- 
lated the results of the tests which proved, if nothing 


else, that Oberlin is an easy place to catch cold.
